In his undated message to 
Kennedy, Diem said his em- 
battled Southeast Asian nation 
was stretched to the utmost and 
could not withstand mounting 
Communist attacks with its 
current resources. 

“We must have further agsis- 
tance from the United States if 
we are to win the war now be- 
ing waged against us.” Diem 
told Kennedy. 

Diem said the Communists 
had increased their attacks to a 
“high ferocity” in recent 
months, taking a toll of more 
than 2,000 casualties in October 
alone. 

The Vietridtfiese President 
said w disastrous flood, exploit- 
ed by the Reds, added to the 
problem. 

“In short, the Vietnamese na- 
tion now faces what is perhaps 
the gravest crisis in its long his- 
tory,” he said. “If it loses its 
struggle, Vietnam will leave the 
pages of history,” Diem said. 

Kennedy replied that the Uni- 
ted States was “deeply disturb- 
ed” by the Communist attacks 
on South Vietnam.

Gov’t May Boost F unds 


For Foreign 


Improved treatment for 
foreign students studying in Ja- 
pan is expected to materialize 
during the next fiscal year if 
the Finance Ministry accepts 
the request of the Foreign Office 
and the Education Ministry. 

The plan to increase the 
monthly allowance of foreign 
students invited by the Govern- 
ment to study here from ¥20,- 
000 to ¥30,000 has been incorpo- 
rated in the Education Minis- 
try’s request for appropriations 
in the next fiscal budget. 

The Education Ministry be- 
lieves foreign students studying 
under Japanese Government 
scholarships should be given al- 
lowances of at least $100 morth- 
ly. The ministry plans to in- 
crease the monthly allowances 
by 50 per cent and at the same 
time take steps to have board 
and lodging expenses reduced 


so that foreign students may 
have the equivalent of about 
$100. 


The Foreign Office has set 
aside ¥1,557 million in its fiscal 
1962 budget appropriations. 
the first year portion of the ¥2,- 
000 million required for its two- 
year plan to build lodging 


Students 


facilities in Tokyo for foreign 
students. 

The Foreign Office is also ask- 
ing the Finance Ministry to in- 
crease subsidies to the Kokusai 
Gakuyukal, an organization 
which cares for foreign students, 
to ¥116 million, three times the 
sum given the organization in 
the current fiscal year. Half of 
this is expected to be used for 
construction of lodging facilities 
for foreign students in Kyoto. 


The Gaimusho also plans to 
establish an overseas’ technical 
cooperation promotion organiza- 
tion with ¥2,000 million being 
requested in its next fiscal ap- 
propriations. 


Among other important For- 
eign Office plans is a new or- 
ganization within the ministry 
tentatively named the interna- 
tional data section, whose 
primary function will be to ga- 
ther and analyze information 
concerning Communist coun- 
tries. 

However, above all, the For- 
eign Office intends to have over- 
seas allowances for diplomats, 
which were fixed nine years ago 
and have been unchanged since, 
raised largely. An appropriation 
of ¥1,488 million has been re- 
quested for this purpose.

The Finance Ministry, in ac- 
cordance with this budget po- 
licy, will finalize its draft of a 
fiscal 1962 budget plan and sub- 
mit the draft to a Cabinet meet- 
ing Tuesday. The Cabinet in 
turn is scheduled to decide on 
ite draft of a budget plan by 
around Dec. 28, 

Besides balancing Japan’s in- 
ternational accounts, the budget 
compilation policy places spe- 
cial emphasis on maintenance 
of sound state finance and con- 
solidation of the foundation of 
the national economy for long- 
range development. 

For long-range dévelopment, 
the policy gives priority in allo- 
cation of budget funds to im- 
portant measures already decid- 
ed, and strictly restricts alloca- 
tion of funds to new measures. 
The budget policy calls for re- 
duction of tional taxes by 
about ¥100, million in fiseal 
1962 and ¥120,000 million in 
later years in such way as to 
benefit those in the small-income 
bracket. 

Important measures for which 
the budget policy gives priority 
in allocating funds include the 
as a ~ 

1. Expansion of social secu- 
rity systems and facilities, and 
improvement of living environ- 
ments of the people. 

2. The strengthening of the 
employment policy to ensure a 
smooth movement of the labor 
force in accordance with the 
change of the nation’s industria) 
structure. 

3. Advancement of education, 
science and technology 
Promotion of export trade 
and economic cooperation be- 
tween Japan and foreign coun- 
tries. 

5. Modernization of smaller 
enterprises as well as farming 
methods

They argued that such action 
was necessary to alleviate the 
present critical condition of the 
coal mining industry and re- 
store stability to it. 


The Socialist Party made the 
proposal to leaders of the Gov- 
ernment including Chief Cabl- 
net Secretary Masayoshi Ohira 
and Finance Minister Mikio 
Mizuta. 


The Democratic Socialist Par- 
ty proposed that a conference 
of party heads be held today or 
at the earliest possible date. 

The Socialist decision came 
yesterday at a.meeting of lea- 
ders of the party, the General 
Council of Japan Trade Unions 
(Sohyo) and the Japan Coal 
Mine Workers Union (Tanro) in 
the Diet building. 


At the meeting which was 
also attended by Socialist 
Chairman Jotaro Kawakami, the 
party and union leaders discus- 
sed the Industry's problems and 
agreed to make the proposal to 
the Government. 

The Socialist and union lea- 
ders said that the Government 
should take legislative measures 
to alleviate the critical situation 
in the coal mining industry ac- 
cording to the resolution adopt- 
ed at the last Diet session con- 
cerning ways of ending the cri- 
tical state of the industry. 

The legislative measures 
would include a bill to regulate 
industrial energy sources. 


The Socialists asked the Gov- 
ernment to appropriate ¥39,700 
million for improvement of coal 
mines, and ¥30,100 million for 
investment and financing of coal 
mine modernization programs, 
plus another amount for im- 
proving working conditions. 

The Democratic Socialist 
Party held a joint meeting of 
the party and the Japan Trade 
Union Congress (Zenro) and 
decided to ask the Government 
to appropriate at least 65,000 
million for improvement of the 
coal mining industry.

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Solution for Katanga 

It seems probable that if the fighting between the 
United Nations and the people of Katanga is to continue 
international tensions will be éxacerbated. There is a 
rising feeling that the U.N. campaign in Katanga has taken 
on a character that is hardly consonant with the peaceful 
purposes of the international organization. Although re- 
ports from Katanga are confused and somewhat contradic- 
tory, there seems to be no doubt that United Nations 
aircraft have been used to rain bombs and shells on 
residential and industrial buildings. 

It may be that some of the U.N. military personnel, 
smarting under attacks from Katangan sources and perhaps 
not very interested in the rights and wrongs of the conflict 
as a whole, have exceeded their orders, but if this is the 
case it is a matter for the United Nations Command 
speedily to correct. What seems most undesirable is that 
what was intended to be. a police action has developed 
into a full-scale war in which the superior weapons and 
aircraft at the disposal of the United Nations forces are 
causing havoc among the civilian population. 


Obviously, such a situation should not have been allowed 
to arise and if it can be proved that the United Nations 
aircraft have deliberately bombed and killed civilians out- 
side any military installations we fear the international 
organization will suffer loss of prestige and respect. 

It seems to us that the U.N. Charter was so drawn 
up as to obviate any such development as has now arisen 
in the Congo. At the same time, we cannot agree with 
U.S. Senator James O. Eastland’s too severe strictures. 
The senator calls the campaign against Katanga a “cruel, 
unholy war against civilians and primitive people.” He 
accuses the U.S. State Department, which appears to have 
been a principal advocate of energetic military action by 
the United Nations, of backing “murder and slaughter” 
in the Congo to “feed the bullying ego of a faltering 
international organization.” 

We cannot think such language is justified although 
it is possible that the U.N. Secretariat had come to the 
conclusion that it was about time that the United Nations 
showed its teeth in order to uphold its authority. Such 
an idea may not in the long run prove wise but it is 
in line with the general run of human nature; no one 
likes to see his adopted policy checkmated. 

The international implications of the situation are 
peculiar and have not yet fully developed. In giving its 
support to the drastic United Nations action in Katanga, 
the United States finds itself in alignment with Soviet 
Russia against three of its Western allies—Britain, France 
and Belgium. 


The British Government is seeking an immediate cease- 
fire in Katanga and the consequent bitter Socialist attack 
on the Macmillan administration in the House of Commons 
makes interesting reading. However, after a stormy 
debate the House endorsed the Government’s policy for 
a ceasefire search for peace in the Congo. But the 
virulence of the Socialist attack is highly suggestive. 
Mr. Tshombe, the Katangan leader, is known to be opposed 
to Socialist ideas, and there is evident an undercurrent 
of leftist feeling against him on this score which transcends 
national borders. 

Moscow's interest in the Congo and dislike of Mr. 
Tshombe are easily explained. The Congo would be a 
valuable addition to the Communist bloc, not only for the 
mineral resources of Katanga, but for the strategic position 
of the whole country in the heart of Africa. If Katanga 
can be reduced, Moscow obviously hopes to dominate the 
Adoula Government in Leopoldville through its agents 
on the spot and thus to control the future of the Congo. 

There is no doubt that the American action is based 
upon the hope that the United Nations will be able to 
stabilize the whole country in such a Way that its fall 
into Communist hands can be prevented by maintaining 
a unified, democratic government in Leopoldville. Whether 
the Adoula Government is likely to meet this hope it 
cannot, of course, be pronounced at the moment. But 
the plan is clearly to see if it can. 


The United States, Britain and other members of the 
Atlantic alliance are reported to be attempting to arrange 
a meeting between Premier Adoula and Mr. Tshombe. 
That would appear to be a move in the right direction 
but we doubt whether such a meeting would be possible 
while the United Nations forces are strafing Katanga. 

It seems to'us that a solution of the problem, better 
than military coercion, would be for Katanga to have 
an autonomous government as part of the Congolese Re- 
public—at least temporarily. Surely, if this were agreed 
upon, it should be possible to arrange that a proportion 
of the province’s revenues, derived from the exploitation 
of its mineral wealth, be handed over periodically to the 
central Government in Leopoldville? Such an arrange- 
ment, if properly implemented, might serve to keep outside 
interference in Congolese affairs at bay; it would not, 
of course, please those who hope to lay hands on other 
people's property.

Coup Attempt Bares Japan’s Feeling of Repulsion for Alien Doctrines 


The latest coup attempt has 
been laughed off and scorned, 
by many observers, as a day- 
dream of .old ex-professional 
soldiers who can command no 
support of the vast majority 
of the Japanese people and 
whose ideas can have no vali- 
dity in reality.; This kind of 
criticism deserves full endorse- 
ment, so far as it is made for 
foreign consumption, Le. for 
those who can look at the mat- 
ter only from a great distance. 
But one cannot dismiss it at 
that, if one wants to get to the 
bottom of things. 

The crux! of the matter lies 
where it appears most ‘augh- 
able—namely in the 13 rightists’ 
belief that they could secure at 
least a negative cooperation in 
the form of sympathetic inac- 
tion by the police and the Self- 
De.ense Forces. As far as can 
be known at this moment, the 
13 allegedly in conspiracy at 
first hoped to win over to their 
side some officers in the SDF 
units but soon sobered to the 
fact that the most they could 
expect was acquiescence. Even 
this expectation, it should be 
emphatically stated for the 
honor of the SDF and the police, 
quickly evaporated, but the 
false expectation has facilitated 
the early detection and nipping 
in the bud of the coup attempt. 


No Laughing Away 


Now it is easy to laugh at the 
“unrealistic” thinking of the 
rightists. When a body 
men stake their necks upon 
something, however, that some- 
thing cannot simply be laughed 
away. In this case, the 13 
men staked their necks upon 
the belief that the fear of com- 
munism was so decp-seated and 
widespread in the Japanese 
mind that their warning against 
the danger of Communist re- 
volution would not end as a 
voice in wilderness, could com- 
mand sympathy of the police 
agents ind eventually consider- 
ably wide popular support. 


To preclude iny misunder- 
stancing, the fear of com- 
munism might better be phrased 
as instinctive repulsion for it. 
For the word “fear” might 
imply that the Japanese people 
know the extent of the horror 
of the blood bath in Russia 
under Stalin or that of the 
mass murder of the Tibetans 
by the Communist Chinese. 
After all, these occurrences 
took place in remote countries, 
in which common folks of this 
insular land take no great 
interest. 


Strong Repulsion 


A strong instinctive repulsion 
for communism? The attitudes 
shown by Japan's largest oppo- 
sition party, by the largest 
labor federation Sohyo and by 
many so-called “progressive” or 
leftist intellectuals may seem 
to deny the strength of any 
such feelings. Their evident 
pro-Communist leanings cha- 
grined and alarmed none 
other than those rightist peo- 
ple like the 13 now under police 
investigation. 


Any particular group of peo- 
ple, however, canmot be con- 
sidered to represent the entire 
nation, and of all groups, many 
Japanese will agree, the leftist 
groups are the least qualified to 
represent the nation. What the 
real sentiments of the people 
are on the latest incident is, 
however, not easy to tell. 


As one working with the 
press and fully aware of the 
danger of intellectuals becom- 
ing so puffed up as to consider 
themselves superior to the peo- 
ple, I met several men on the 
street, though not literally on 
the street, to seek their views 
the day the news broke. One 
of them said, “Opposition 
against communism is all right 

Neurotic Fear 

He was trying to get_across 
his feeling of horror at rightist 
terror. With some exaggera- 
tion, he said he felt as if get-

ting obsessed by a neurotic 
fear—"“noy-roh-zeh” in a Japa 
nese word of foreign origin — 
but expressed his confidence in 
the Jieitai (SDF) standing firm 
on its adherence to its loyalty 
to the Government and the 
Constitution. He mentioned, 
however, that an ex-Tokkotai 
(kamikaze attack corps) mem- 
ber half-jokingly revealed to 
him the desire to come to the 
assistance of patriotic leaders, 
should a revolution break out. 


While the reactions of this 
man, who said has had only 
primary school education, ap- 
peared typically Japanese in 
other respects, it seemed signi- 
ficant that he took the fear of 
communism for granted. Even 
the presentation of a single in- 
stance like this is superfiuous, 
if the purpose is to show that 
a large number of naive peo- 
ple are instinctively disposed 
against communism, that they 
are different from those leftists 
who toy with Communist-in- 
spired ideas under the protec- 
tive umbrella of U.S, military 
might. 


Clue to Riddle 


Although the vague fear of 
or instinctive repulsion for 
communism is thus widespread, 
it offers a riddle when it is 
considered to justify assassina- 
tions of not only the leftist 
leaders but the leaders of our 
conservative Government. The 
latter may have been lukewarm 
but that does not justify their 
killing. 


The riddle might be found 
dificult to soive. But there is 
at least one clear clue — the 
fact that the Japanese have per- 
sistently opposed irtroduction 
of foreign culture whenever it 
posed a threat to the tradition- 
al way of life centered around 
the family and the state as the 
larger family with the Emperor 
as its head. 

The introduction of Bud- 
dhism, for instance, wrought 
drastic change? in Japan's 


history but Buddhism spread in 
this country only after it as- 
sumed the role to safeguard the 
destiny of the state. In later 
developments, Buddhism went 
so far as to merge itself with 
Shin.o deities in one rticular 
form known as “Shinbutsu- 
Konko.” 

History books offer many 
other similar instances, but 
this is not to say that the Japa- 
nese is essentially a-religious. 
The concern with the family 
principle as applied both to the 
family and the state represents 
a good natural trait of the 
Japanese that can be further 
enhanced by religion. 

State of Ma. 

According to the family 
principle, man can never shake 
off family relations, which in 
crude mythological expressions, 
however, are not much more 
than procreative relations be- 
tween man and wife. It never 
occurred to the Japanese that 
“the natural state of man” is 
the condition of war of every- 
one against everyone. This is 
quite important. 


Rearec in this tradition, a 
common Japanese can easily 
sense that the Marxist-Leninist 
doctrine of class antagonism is 
subversive. But equally sub- 
versive can be a reckless pur- 
suit of free, capitalistic com- 
petition, economic growth or 
modernization in general. To 
a Japanese deeply attached to 
tradition, a Communist is an 
outlaw but a conservative bus- 


inessman or a conservative 
politician can get equally 
odious. 


The process of industrializa- 
tion and Westernization has 
dammed up a vast amount of 
discontent by estranging  in- 
dividuals from their family 
background, making mere work- 
ers of them and creating a 
situation resembling the war of 
everyone against everyone. 
Without heeding this fact, it 
will be hardly possible to curb 
rightist terrorism.

There are a few dishes one 
must have among New Year 
delicacies. “Kazunoko” (her- 
ring roe), salted salmon, 
“gomane” (small dried sar- 
dines) and black soybeans are 
some of them. “Kazunoko” 
which is symbolic of fertility 
and prosperity is one of the 
favorite foodstuffs of the Japa- 
nese people. It was cheap in 
the past, but each year the 
products have decreased with 
the result that the price has 
gone up. People say “it is just 
like eating money” when they 
have a small piece. 


Various kinds of vegetables 
cooked with soybean sauce 
and sugar will also be neatly 
arranged in lacquer boxes 
which will be set on the table 
at each meal, 


After having prepared all the 
necessary food for New Year's 
housewives will be surprised at 
the amount of money they 
have spent. Bonus envelopes 
which were heavier than in 
other years will soon become 
emptied and wives of salary 
earners must wait for six 
months before their husbands 
bring back another such envel- 
ope. Furthermore, they cannot 
expect much as a summer 
bonus as Japan’s economic 
prospect for the coming year is 
not bright. 


According to a recent report 
of the Economic Planning 
Agency the price of consumer 
goods has risen by 5.7 per cent 
this year and it is hoped that 
the rise in prices will be con- 
trolled at 28 per cent next 
year. 


Whenever a price hike is re- 
ported some representatives of 
the Housewives’ Federation are 
in the custom of visiting gov- 
ernment authorities and pre- 
senting a petition objecting to 
the anticipated hike, but peti- 
tions usually do not change the 
government ~ policy. 


As a result of the economic 
boom people have become ac- 
customed to spending more 
money. Due to shortage of 
labor earnings of juvenile 
workers have been increased. 
It is easy to get into the habit 
of spending, but it is difficult 
to learn to economize after 
having acquired the buying 
habit. 


Through reading newspapers 
and magazines housewives may 
be prepared to live through dif- 
ficult times next year, but the 
prosperous “mood” will still re- 
main for a while. The Govern- 
ment which has promised to 
double the national income 
within 10 years is reluctant to

Focus on West Europe

Clearing the Ground 


LONDON—Information about 
negotiations between Britain 
and the European Economic 
Community points to a modest 
clearing of the ground. Since 
talks began last October much 
work has been done at official 
level mainly in surveying ques- 
tion of EEC'’s ; 
common ex 
ternal tariff and 
related aspects 
of inter-Com 
monwealth 
trade. 
progress 
been made in 
defining the 
statistical shape 
of problems in 
respect of indi- 
vidual commo- ; 
dities and countries. It is evi- 
dent that the Common Market 
nations agree with Britain that 
the task of reconciling Britain’s 
membership of EEC with her 
membership of the Common- 
Wealth is fundamental to the 
success of the negotiations. 


At this stage one aspect of 
the Commonwealth problem, 
her trade in foodstuffs, cannot 
be fully discussed until a com- 
mon agricultural policy has 
been developed. And the six 
themselves have a difficult prob- 
lem in reconciling their indivi- 
dual agricultural policies. Some 
progress was made in this direc- 
tion at a mieeting a fortnight 
ago between Agricultural Min- 
isters of the six. These are 
typical of the interlocking prob- 
lems that have to be faced and 
there is clearly a long way to 
go before the negotiators see 
daylight. But it is obvious that 
there is a very genuine will on 
the part of the six to reach 
solutions. Edward Heath, Brit- 
ish minister in charge, made 
Britain's position equally clear 
in his October speech now 
made public. While he did not 
shirk the difficulties and gave 
full weight to the importance 
of Commonwealth trade links 
he left no doubt of Britain's 
will to join. 


Arteries of Industry 


Within the next decade West- 
ern Europe will be covered by 
a web of oil pipelines, storage 
tanks and pumping stations. 
There is already an impressive 
network of pipelines in use or 
under censtruction. The most 
ambitious of these is the South- 
ern European pipeline which 
when completed in something 
over a year’s time will carry 
crude oil from Layera on the 
Mediterranean coast to Earisru- 
he in the industrial heart of 
Western Europe nearly 500 
miles to the north. 


At first it will carry 200,000 
barrels of crude oil daily but 
by 1975 it is estimated that the 
through put will be trebled by 
additional pumping stations 
built along its route. Begun 
six months ago the 34-inch pipe- 
line has so far wormed its way 
100 kilometers under the fields 
and olive groves of Provence 
and the Rhone valley. It is pre- 
ceded by a mechanized trencher 
claimed to be the only one of 
its type in Europe which digs 
a trench of between five and 
15 feet deep at a rate of up to 
a mile a day. 

An international venture it is 
being built by a company 
whose shareholders are 16 oil 
companies drawn from France, 
Britain, the United States, West 
yermany, Belgium and _ the 
Netherlands. France and Ger- 
many are providing the steel 
pipeline, the United States the 
trenching equipment and Brit- 
ain the valves used in the route 
and meters to gauge the flow 
and consistency of the crude 
oll through the line. It will be 
the longest pipeline in Western 
Europe. It will serve four re- 
fineries which will provide oil 
and its byproducts to Eastern 
France, Southern Germany and 
Swijzerland. 


An Infant Science 


A new branch of an old study 
is submarine archaeology. One 
of the most fruitful areas for the 
pursuit of this study is off the 
Mediterranean coast of France, 
wrecks of 30 Greek and Roman 
ships have been identified in 
the last 20 years. Some interest- 
ing aspects of this work, done 


by mostly volunteer divers ex- 
ploring these wrecks, was given 
at a meeting of Academie des 
Inscriptions in Paris last week. 
One difficulty is that while 
there is no lack of expert 
archaeologists on dry land divers 
with archaeological experience 
are rare. Another is that 
amateur collectors with skin 
diving equipment are all too 
frequent. Short of an under- 
water patrol—which is clearlv 
out of the question—there is no 
n.eans of stopping their de- 
predations and the loss of much 
material of rich historical in- 
terest. 

Apart from what remains of 
these ancient vessels them- 
selves the chief interest Hes in 
their cargoes of amphorae, 
which were commonly used as 
containers in ancient times: A 
normal cargo was about 3,000 
of these with up to 5,000 deeply 
stacked in larger ships. As 
might be expected their common 
content was wine but it has also 
been possible to identify ofl 
and perfume, nuts, salted fish 
and salted shellfish among 
cargoes carried. 

Little remains of the ships 
themselves but the lower parts 
of their hulls preserved by sand. 
They reveal that planks were 
fitted together with the skill of 
a cabinet-maker using methods 
substantially different frem 
those used by Norsemen a few 
centuries later. Also surviving 
are fittings such as anchors, 
mooring rings and pipes mainly 
of lead to combat rust. 


Round the Capitals 


Rome reports that a £20 
million sterling atomic power 
station—ordered from Britain 
—has now reached its final 
stage. Similar to one being buiit 
in Japan it is 40 miles south of 
Rome and is expected to go into 
service early in 1963. It will 
supply 200,000 kilowatts of elee- 
tricity to the growing industries 
of southern Italy. ; 

London reports that the 
chances of a passenger bel 
killed on a British, train is one 
in 50 million. These odds are 
calculated from the figures of 
the last 14 years. And these 
years included some major rail 
disasters. Safety measures are 
improving all the time. The Wie 
istry of Transport figures re 
cently published for instance 
show that only six passengers 
were killed in rail accidents 
last year, one death in 261 mil- 
lion paSsenger journeys. 

Paris reports a vogue for 
Shake$peare in the capital's 
theaters. Nearly a dozen of his 
plays have been staged since 
September. Three ef them have 
settled down for steady runs— 
The Merchant of Venice, 
Twelfth Night and an extreme- 
ly gay and spirited production 
of The Merry Wives of Windsor. 
The two latter were so suc- 
cessful that they were transfer- 
red to larger theaters.
